BOOKSELLING IN SUMMER. 


THOUGH summer this year has been rather 
backward, plans for outings and vacations 
have no doubt been fully matured, and shortly 
the exodus will begin in good earnest. 

In our endeavor to accommodate the 
WEEKLY to the changing opportunities of the 
bookseller throughout the year, we venture to 
offer at this time a few hints for making the 
most of the summer trade. 

The trade in novels and similar light read- 
ing always takes the lead during the vacation 
season, and can therefore without hesitation 
be liberally provided for. Business in this 
direction is improving steadily, and has 
become far more profitable, owing quite as 
much to the fact that more good copyright 
books are made now than formerly, as to the 
fact that the mills which for years unceasingly 
ground out stuff made simply to feed the 
counters of the book butchers have been 
obliged to shut down. The American public, 
too, it is pleasant to note, is becoming even 

i0re fastidious as to the exterior of its read- 
ing-matter, as well as to that of other neces- 
sities it packs into its summer trunks. The 
bookseller, therefore, has every year a wider 
range among a better public, and should pros- 
per accordingly. 

Then there are guide-books as well as books 
of home and foreign travel, always in demand 
by tourists. The range of these, which should 
presently be brought prominently forward on 
the counters, is limited only by the size of the 
world, and they offer a good opportunity for 
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sales. Out-door books, of which there ha: 
never been a better nor a more varied line ¢. 
choose from, should this year find a large 
and interested constituency whose curiosity 
may have been whetted by the recent heated 
discussion of the subject of so-called “nature- 
fakers.” 

One of the most important aids in pushing 
business during this season is the preparation 
of a tempting catalogue of books suitable for 
shore and mountain reading. It should be 
prepared with the view of bringing to the 
special attention of summer visitors the classes 
of books te which attention is being called and 
of giving attractive foretastes of the delights 
stored in them. Such a catalogue should be 
found serviceable by two classes of the trade: 
first, city dealers with regular customers. 
whom it is desirable to follow “with the com- 
pliments of the season” into summer haunts, 
and who may retain trade by filling orders by 
mail for the multitudes who go far out of sight 
of any bookstore, but can be cultivated by the 
aid of Uncle Sam; second, booksellers at or 
near summer resorts, who desire to pleasantly 
acquaint summer visitors that there is a book- 
store near at hand from which they can be 
supplied. With such an aid old customers 
may be retained, and with energy and fore- 
sight much new trade can be created. 

Those who for the first time establish 
branch stores at summer resorts will do wel! 
to remember, that the “summer boarder,” 
like the eel, strenuously objects to being 
“skinned ;” hence the dealer who is intent 
upon making a success of his summer venture 
must be guided by the same rules that govern 
his business policy at home. He must be as 
enterprising and alert to meet demands in his 
summer quarters, as he would be at home dur- 
ing the holiday season, if not more so, becaus: 
that which a customer wants during his vaca- 
tion time, he wants at once or as soon as pos 
sible, or not at all. Then if the alert book- 
seller will provide a cool, shady store, and 
cheerful and intelligent service his customers 
will not object if the prices are a trifle higher 
than they are at home. 





E. P. Dutton & Co., to test the demand of 
the trade for fiction at net prices, as expresse( 
at the recent convention of the America! 
Booksellers’ Association, will shortly bring 
out a novel entitled “Bachelor Betty,” by 
Winifred James, at $1.25 net, with discounts 
ranging from %4 off on single copies to 4 and 
10 off on lots of one hundred. Of course, as 
“one swallow maketh not summer” so one 
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novel published at net by one publishing 
house may not be considered as a fair test of 
the net system so far as it relates to fiction. 
However, humble as this beginning may be, it 
is evidence that at least one publishing house is 
ready to meet the retail trade in this matter 
all the way. It now remains to be seen to 
what extent the delegates present at the an- 
nual convention of the American Bookseliers’ 
Association voiced the general opinion of the 
trade in regard to net fiction.

THE ENGLISH BOOKSELLERS’ AN- 
NUAL CONVENTION. 


Tue AssoctaTED BOOKSELLERS OF GREAT 
BRITAIN AND IRELAND held its annual meeting 
on May 31 at Eastbourne, the home of the 
president of the Association, Alderman H. 
W. Keay, who is also filling the office of 
mayor of the popular Sussex resort. The 
convention was attended by upwards of eighty 
members of the Association and three repre- 
sentatives of the Publishers’ Association, in- 
cluding E. Bell, the president. There were 
also present the wives of a number of the 
members and M. Peron, the mayor of Bou- 
logne. 

Preceding the business meeting the presi- 
dent and Mrs. Keay, as mayor and mayoress, 
gave a reception, with a concert and ball, on 
the evening of May 31, at the Town Hall, 
which was attended by about 500 persons, in- 
cluding many of the leading inhabitants of 
Eastbourne. 

The business meeting was held on June 1 
also at the Town Hall. The report of the 
Council contained the following synopsis of 
books published during the year, which shows 
the steady progress of the net system:

The president, referring to these figures, 
said that the members. would notice, if they 
looked at the Subject column, one peculiarity. 
In 1901 the number of subject books published 
was 5675, and in 1906 it was 5843, so that even 
these books had increased numerically. But 
if they looked at the relative totals of the 
published prices they would see that in the 
former year the amount was é1211 8s. 7d.; 
whereas last year, although they had more 
books published, the value had fallen to 
£814 2s. 1d. This, Mr. Keay, thought, was an 
important point—the more so when they pe- 
rused the results touching net books. Whilst 
in 1901 the number of net books published was 
2322, the number had risen last vear to 5136; 
the total having more than doubled. This 
showed that the principle of the net book sys- 
tem was gaining in favor, and that the pub- 
lishers were beginning to realize the system 
was an advantage to them as well as to those 
who sold their books. As he had observed 
before, they did like to see a little profit after 
they had done a certain amount of work. The 
profit on the net book was small; nevertheless, 
they liked it assured and not frittered away 
by heavy discounts such as had to be allowed 
on subject books. True, the total published 
price had increased from £983 3s. 4d. to £1646 
18s. 7d.; but this was little more than the total 
for 1902, when the net books published were 
3050, or more than 2000 below last year’s fig- 
ure. This showed that there were more cheap 
books being published, and less dear ones. It 
was, indeed, a remarkable fact that literature 
of all kinds was being published at a much 
cheaper rate than formerly. He supposed 
The Times would put it down to what they 
have been doing, but it might be pointed 
out that this had been going on before 
even The Times thought of it. Cheap litera- 
ture was not the outcome of the scurrilous 
articles that had appeared in the journal re- 
fcrred to; but it had arisen through the pub- 
lishers realizing what the public wanted. 

In referring to the questionable means 
adopted by The Times Book Club to obtain 
books Mr. Keay recalled an article in The 
Times running down those who circulated 
bad literature—commenting on how bad this 
literature was and how harmfully it was likely 
to affect the rising generation. But when their 
own interests, and the interests of their own 
system were concerned, this lofty attitude went 
for nothing. The Times had a convenient 
way, when it suited their purposes, of saying 
that The Times was not the Book Club, and 
that the Book Club was not The Times; but 
this he knew, that those responsible for the 
extraordinary practices to which The Times 
had sunk had sent direct to a man who was 
one of the biggest dealers in ‘this pernicious 
type of literature to get the books they wanted 
for their club. It was said all was fair in war; 
but he would leave those present to say what 
they thought of a paper—recognized in the 
past as the grand journal of England—which 
denounced a particular form of literature and 
then made use of people who vended this very 
literatutre for their books. They had thought 
better things of The Times. 

The election of officers resulted in the re- 
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election of Mr. Keay as president, F. Hanson 
and Frank A. Denny as vice-presidents, Cal- 
der Turner as hon. treasurer, and Edwin 
Pearce as hon. secretary. 

The convention concluded with a banquet 
at the Grand Hotel on the evening of June 1; 
services at St. Saviour’s on Sunday morning, 
and a visit in the afternoon to Compton Place 
on the invitation of the Duke and Duchess of 
Devonshire ; and on Monday a drive to Peves- 
ney Castle and Battle Abbey, and a visit to 
Normanhurst, the seat of Lord Brassey. The 
finale was a visit in the evening to the Devon- 
shire Park Theatre, which provided a gala 
performance.

THE WERNER COMPANY’S TWEN- 
TIETH ANNIVERSARY. . 


THE WERNER CompANy, of Akron, Ohio, 
celebrates its twentieth anniversary this year, 
having been founded in 1887 by P. E. Werner, 
its present president and general manager. 
The firm really had its start in 1875, when 
Mr. Werner opened up a printing business at 
first principally in the newspaper line. It was 
not until 1887, however, that the foundation 
of the business as it has developed, was laid, 
land purchased and buildings begun that were 
specially designed and equipped for the com- 
pany’s particular line of business. 

In a very handsome memorial pamphlet 
these buildings and the activities of the Wer- 
ner Company are described in detail. Twenty 
years ago cne hundred people were employed ; 
to-day the working force numbers nearly fif- 
teen hundred, most of them skilled artisans. 
During 1906 the manufacturing output in- 
cluded more than 3,000,000 large books, up- 
wards of 15,000,000 large and finely illustrated 
catalogues and millions of other printed, lith- 
ographed and engraved items. If the books 
alone that were manufactured by the Werner 
Company last year were laid on one pile, one 
on top of the other, this pile would reach 
ninety-six miles into the air. 

The eleven buildings occupied by the com- 
pany cover ten acres of ground, and are 
equipped with machinery and tools of the 
most modern design that are needed in com- 
posing, engraving, lithographing, printing and 
binding. 


THE AUTHOR OF JOSEPH VANCE. 


WILLIAM FrEND DeMorcan, author of 
“Joseph Vance”—son of Augustus De Morgan, 
the mathematician, and grandson, great- 
grandson and great-great-grandson respec- 
tively of three officers in the old East India 
Co.’s service—was educated at University 
College, London, and began to study as an 
artist in 1858; became student of Royal Acad- 
emy in 1859; practiced the Arts and Crafts 
in some form or other till early in the present 
century, when he wrote the beginning of 
“Joseph Vance,” to see if he had a turn for 
fiction. He decided in the negative, but his 
wife found the ms,.and made him finish it. 
The pottery and tile works known as De- 





Morgan ware was begun in ’72, (if not earl- 
ier,). and twenty years later Mr. DeMorgan 
published all the particulars of the lustre 
process, that was one of its most interesting 
features. (See Journal of Sec. of Arts, June 
24, 92.) In his opinion secrets have as little 
to do with success in the arts generally as pig- 
ments and vehicles have to do with the partic- 
ular art of painting. The tile manufacture 
has only recently terminated, and it is not 
now even certain that it may not be revived, 
as its extinction was not due to ordinary com- 
mercial failure. In fact, three months ago it 
was thought likely it would continue. How- 
ever, at the present moment there is no doubt 
that Mr. DeMorgan and Daniel Defoe are the 
only two British novelists who have had to 
give up a tile making business under compul- 
sion. 

An impression that “Joseph Vance” was in 
some sort founded on its author’s own ex- 
perience is an entirely false one, although it 
is not uncommon among readers of that work. 
“Joseph Vance” and his author have nothing 
in common, unless it is a love of engineering. 
Mr. DeMorgan is the inventor in his own con- 
ceit of the best duplex bicycle andthe most 
effective sieve in existence—but then one 
knows what authors are! Otherwise, there 
is no character in the book that could be iden- 
tified with a living creature, past or present, 
except the butting sweep, whom its author 
found in a newspaper more than forty years 
ago, as he supposes. The characters in 
“Alice-for-Short” are just equally imaginary. 
Nevertheless, its readers are certain to imag- 
ine that Charles Heath reflects his fabricator’s 
own experience. No two people, however, 
could be much more unlike. Of course, all an 
author’s facts are jottings from the world he 
has seen, and quicquid agunt homines is just 
as much the farrago of Mr. DeMorgan’s 
libellus as any one else’s—only perhaps his 
tales, so far, contain less of tra and voluptas 
than modern best-sellers generally do. 





REPORT OF DIRECTORS OF CONGRE- 
GATIONAL S. S. AND PUB. SOCIETY. 


RECOMMENDATIONS for a reduction in the 
number of directors, from twenty-one to 
twelve members, and a more thorough man- 
agement of the affairs of the society were 
made on June 18 in the report of a committee 
of five appointed to make a thorough investi- 
gation of the Congregational Sunday School 
and Publishing Society in Boston. The com- 
mittee, which was named at the annual meet- 
ing following the larceny of paper stock val- 
ued at $12,000, submitted its report at the ad- 
journed meeting of the society at the Congre- 
gational Building also on the 18th inst. It is 
stated that the theft of paper was not by any 
employee of the society, or any one connected 
with the house. 

The report alleged that some of the direc- 
ters took their duties too lightly. A criminal 
prosecution, the committee adds, would have 
been better than a civil action in the case of 
peper larceny. No other discrepancy was 
found in the accounts. 
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OBITUARY NOTES. 


J. G. FREEMAN, vice-president of the Inter- 
national Book and Stationery Company at El 
Paso, Tex., died in that city on May 26. Mr. 
Freeman was born in Nova Scotia in 1864 
and subsequently settled at Turner’s Falls, 
Mass., where he was first engaged in the drug 
business. His tastes led him into bookselling, 
and about eight years ago he went to Texas 
on account of his health. Taking up his resi- 
dence in El Paso, he helped to organize the 
firm of Blakesley & Freeman, which afterward 
became the International Book and Station- 
ery Company. About a year ago Mr. Freeman 
retired from active business. 


Tue Rev. Dr. Davin MCALLISTER, a promi- 
nent minister of the Presbyterian Church, died 
in Pittsburgh June 13. Dr. McAllister was 
born in New York City, August 25, 1835, and 
began his working life in connection with a 
printing establishment. Abandoning the busi- 
ness career he entered Union College, from 
which he graduated in 1860. From that time 
ou he either preached or taught until he be- 
came minister of the Eighth Street Reformed 
Presbyterian Church of Pittsburgh twenty 
years ago. Dr. McAllister was well known 
as an editor of religious papers. He was one 
of the founders of the Christian Statesman, 
and its editor from 1867 to 1902. From 1895 
he was also the proprietor and publisher. 
From 1892 to 1896 he edited and published 
the Christian Reformer and Dissenter. He 
was the author of a “Manual of Christian 
Civil Government,” “Poets and Poetry of the 
Covenant,” “The Constitutionality of Reading 
the Bible in Our Public Schools,” and other 
books, in addition to monographs and maga- 
zine articles, He was also prominent as a lec- 
turer in behalf of the National Reform Asso- 
ciation,

How many more millions will be sold from 
now on simply rests with the wise, enterpris- 
ing dealers who will act at once in supplying 
the demand for post-cards by the American 
public which is really just beginning.

Romeyn B. Houcu, Lowville, N. Y., has 
written and will publish shortly a “Handbook 
of the Trees of the Northern States and Can- 
ada, East of the Rocky Mountains.”

the Average Man,” by Sam Walter Foss, who 
Im every sense of the word is a poet of the 
People, who has a clear, ringing message that 


charms and amuses while making a point that 
is worth while. Mr. Foss’s book will be il- 
lustrated by Merle Johnson. 


T. S. Beckwith & Co., Petersburg, Va., 
have just published a colored “Map of the 
Battlefields Around Petersburg, Va.,” a sketch 
of the entrenched lines of the Federal and 
Confederate troops in the immediate front of 
Petersburg in 1865, surveyed under the direc- 
tion of Colonel N. Michler, of the U. S. A. 
Engineers. On the covers of the map is given 
a sketch of the siege of Petersburg during 
1865, and a brief description of the patriotic 
services of “The Cockade City of the Union” 
during the Colonial wars, the Revolution, the 
War of 1812, and the Mexican and Spanish- 
American wars, etc. The map is not only 
interesting as a souvenir, but will also be 
found useful to the student of military science. 
The retail price is twenty-five cents. The 
Messrs, Beckwith have also just put on the 
market an attractive souvenir of Petersburg 
and Jamestown combined, in the shape of a 
bronze badge consisting of two shields, on one 
of which’ is shown the old church tower at 
Jamestown between portraits of Pocahontas 
and Captain John Smith, the design resting 
on a replica of the Virginia peanut. On the 
other shield is the inscription: “Souvenir of 
the Battle of the Crater and Other Battlefields 
Around Petersburg, 1864-1865,” and suspended 
from a chain hangs a real bullet or minnie 
ball guaranteed to have been found on the 
battlefield. This souvenir is neatly boxed and 
retails for forty cents. 


A. C. McCriure & Co. have just published 
in the series of Literature of Libraries in the 
17th and 18th Centuries, edited by John Cot- 
ton Dana and Henry W. Kent, “A Brief 
Outline of the History of Libraries,” by Jus- 
tus Lipsius, translated by John Cotton Dana 
from the second edition, (Antwerp, 1607,) 
the last from the hand of the author, with an 
introductory note by Henry W. Kent.
